There are several references that teach charging systems having different 

charging strategies or rules with different charging rates and preference charging 
criteria to implemented and performed on calls or services provided to subscribers. The 
charging system matches parameters of the call or service to one or more of stored 
preference charging criteria in order to retrieve the charging rate to be applied to the call 
or service. However, none of the them, alone or in combination, clearly teaches or fairly 
suggests the combination of features of a method and a system for charging 
communication services as recited in the independent claims 1 and 1 1 .
